In response to the Office Action dated May 16, 2002, Applicant provisionally elect, 
w ith tra verse. Group II, claims 3-15. In the Office Action dated May 16, 2002, the 
Examiner stated that Claim 1 is a linking claim between the inventions of Group I and 
Group II and would be examined along with either of the elected inventions. 



Furthermore, the Examiner stated that if Applicants elected Group-II, then.a species 
would have to be elected. Applicant submits that the election of species requirement is 
improper. However, Applicant hereby elects species "d", an optical head having a prism 
and HOE arrangement. Since Examiner did not indicate w hich cl aims read on species "d". 
Applicant submits that claims 3-15 are readable upon species "d". 

Applicants, of course, reserve the right to file divisional applications covering the 
subject matter of the non-elected claims. Applicants also reserve the right to appeal the 
res triction requirement to the Commi ssioner if the requirement is made final in a 
subsequent Office Action. 
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Receipt of the initial Office Action on the merits is awaited.
